And in that sense there is a spice of truth in the 
remark. Chicago, for instance, would be un- 
speakably jealous if any other city should have 
fire greater than the one by which she was 
visited in i871. And in common life 
how many people there are who feel 
affronted if their condition is favorably 
compared with that of their neighbors. Mrz. 
O Brady, of Hog Alley, who i continually be- 
moaning her wretched lot, would doubtless ex- 
perience the same resentment-—on being told of 
other and greater sufferers than berself—that 
would arise in the mind of Harvey D. if in- 
formed that other Mayors have been more 
abused than be has been: Frank Agnew thinks 
that no Sheriff has wer been #0 pérsecuted as 
the present incumbent, Mike McDonald's grit 
would leave him entirely if he thought that any 
other gambler was about to eclipse him in 
notoriety, And so on, ad infinitom. 

But Cuicago, however reluctant to yield the 
palm te any other city, must acknowledge that 
IN ONE PARTICULAR, 
et least, she is behind the world. It must be 
apvarent to One who reads the newspapers, and 
whe is conversant with the various poorer local- 
ities of the city, that there is a lack of that utter 
destitution and wretchedness which form «s 
marked feature of all great cities. There are, 
of course, poor people, avd many of them; but, 
with few éxce;tions, all manage to get enough 

to eat and to wear. 

It is difficult to deins the districts that are 
distinctively occupied by the poorer classes, as 
those people are scattered, or rather squatted, 
all over the city in all kinds of nooks and quar- 
ters.

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THE LAST NEW COMPANY, 
WHAT.IT PROPOSES AND PROMISES TO 0. 

The gas question is becoming one of great im- 
portance te the city, from the fact that the ex- 
isting companies dealing in that commodity are 
not giving general, or even partial, satisfaction 
to the public. No wonder, then, that ambitious 
rivais should step in and try to win that favor 
with the people which the old corporations ap- 
pear disposed to throw away. This gas business 
has been d kind of eye-sors to the Common 
Coungil for a long time, and very many ordi- 
nances have been introduced before that body 
providing for the organization of new compa- 
nies, but all of them bave fallen through from 
one cause Or another. 

THE LATEST THING IN THE GaS LINE 

is the project which is known tuder the name 
and title of the Consumers’ Gaslight and Coke 
Company, organized within 6 month, which pro- 
poses to reform—if it can only have a favorable 
ordinance passed—the whole system of supply- 
ing tight to the City of Chicago and the citizens 
thereof. The old companies look upon the in- 
truder with a jealous eye, and stand upon their 
dignity, resolved to fight te the last for wha: 
they consider arightful monopoly. In 

TALKING THE MATTER OVER 
the other day with 8 local philosopher and gas 
philanthropist, who has. he says, the good of the 
community at heart, a TAU reporter gleaned 


the fullowing remarks: 

Reporter—-Wbat do you think of the new com- 
pany whose ordinance is now peading before the 
Common Council ? , 

Philanthropigt—I think that the passage of 
the ordinance, under necessary restrictions, 
would materially bebefic thé city and help to 
break down thé monopoly of the étisting com- 

anies. 
N N. -Von are familiar with the main provisions 
of the proposed ordinance ? 

P._\Yes : it proposes, at the outset, to supply 
the city and eitizeus with 

METTER AND CHEAPER 48, 
and to fairly enter into competition with the 
corporations now monopolizing the business. 
The new Oompany is willing to submit to proper 
restrictions and expect fair play from the city, 

R.—What do you mean by fair play?“ 

P.—All it aske from the city is the rignt to lay 
pipes in the streets. That is all the city is ex- 
pected to give. As I have before said, the Com- 
pany is willing to submit to proper restrictions. 

R.—What would you call 

‘* PROPER RESTRICTIONS ?” 

P.— In the flist place, the Company is ready 

to consent to a restriction that will render the 
ordinance inoperative until $100,000 shail have 
been @xpemied upon the new works, —the same 
to be ex peu led within twelve months from the 
* e of said ordinance; otherwise the latter 
8 to be conadéred void. Uutil then, the Com- 
pany would have no right whatever to open any 
street. In the next place, after $100,000 has 
been spent, and before any streets are opened, the 
Company should file a bond of 6200. 000, in two 
or more goed sursties, to complete the work. 
Failing to do this, the city would receive an en- 
tire forfeiture of $200 and the Company 
would lose $100,000 additional. The next re- 
striction provides that uot more than 500 feet of 
any one street shall be opened at any one time. 
Aiso, such streets must be finished, restored to 
their previous condition, mmmediateiy; anid, 
while open, the Company shall provide portavle 
bridges, with watchmen to attend to them, 80 as 
to bridge the ditches to allow wagons and foot- 
passengers to eros over, and, ip this way, trafic 
and travel would remain unobstructed. 

R.— Are there any more restrictions ? 

LIMITED CHARGES. 

P.—Yes; there is one providing that the Com- 
pany shall not charge more than $2.50 per 1,000 
eubic feet to consumers. They can charge as 
much less as they choose, but that is to be the 
limit. The standard is to be owe: aa. It 
shall not charge the city more than $2 
1,000 eubic feet of the same gas; and it shall 
have works capable of suppfyiug from 1,000.000 
to 1,500,000 oubie feet of gas per day, within two 
years from the passage of the ordinance now 
pending. This gives both the city and the gen- 
eral cousumers a great advantage in comparison 
with the present system. 

R.—Ia what way? 

P.— Beévause now the ag 
sumption per day is 4.000, 
the minimum price being at the rate of $3 per 
1,000 feet to consumers, and at the rate of $2.50 
per 1,000 fent to the city, aad that, too, for gas 
far below the standard agreed upon by the Con- 
sumers’ Gas & Coke Company. This would be

unless the consumer agrees, in every inatance, 
with their ideas. The Chicago Gas Companies 
might certain treat their customers with cour- 
tesy. Do they doit? Do not theit employes, on 
every possible oceadion, snub every one who has 
anything to do with them in the way of business. 
There is no such thing as gentletuänly forbear- 
ance and business accommodation in their offices. 
Any citizen, compelled to exorbitant gas- 
bills, if he protests, is liable to msult. He is told 
to go away, if he aves not like their stvle of do- 
ing business, and to help himself, if he can. 

R.—There certainly has been some complaint 
relative to the points you mention. 

P.—It is not true that each consumer id re- 
quired to pay lus vill on the 12th ef each month, 
and, if be is afew minutes late, the cashier's 
window is closed, and he is compé!l!éd to go awa 
and bear the penalty of additional tax, 1 * 
he may have been waiting in line to pay the 
amount for half-an-hour. does not every other 
Mund of manufacturing establisument collect its 
bills courteously ? hat right, then, has ths 
gas monopoly to treat people with such little 
consideration and evident want of courtesy? It 
ie all the result of nuopposed monopoly. 
Another thing: Is it not true that the — 
sure of gas in the street mains, from twilight 
until midnight, owing to the carelessness or in- 
competency of employes, is as gross ae 2 
inches? What is the result? Night-lights le 
burning half turned off, after midaight blaze up 
to the fall extent, and thus double the amount 
of gas that should be used is wasted, and the 
copsumers are obliged to foot the bills all the 
same.

P.—All a blind. The very moment s company 
that is iu earnest comes into the field, the old 
Companies, afraid of competition, get up us 
ones (. only costs about $50 to do it), and go 
before the Council with an ordinance that em- 
braces ruinous restrictions—alil for the purpose 
of tying the hands of the men who — mean 
business. For example, they restrict them 
selves to having an Office or gas- works no nearer 
than 2 miles from the Caurt- House, thus com- 
pelling the new company to operate in places 
where there is little demand for street improve- 
ment, and refusing to allow them to open paved 
streets until they have to be repaved, which will 
pot be for years. ere are many other 
dodges, fami! to the public.

GAS BILLS, 
THE WONDERFUL INOREASE IN JANUARY. 

The complaints of consumers of gas in the last 
few months about the increase of their bills, as 
well as the quality of the gas, have been general. 
Tun Trrevune has been deluged with murmurings 
of this sort, and, in most instances, their justice 
has been substautiated by the presentation of 
bills and receipte, which, compared wich the bills 
of corresponding months of previous years, 
show the percentage of increase to be larger 
than the ‘increased pressure” theory would 
seem to explain. The murmurings bave not 


deen confined to any claas or condition, but have 


come from business-houses and private families 
alike. Several cases have been shown 
in private families where the bills of 
January have doubled the bills of 
December, and trebled the bills of other months 
of the past year, while the business-house bills 
presented have shown an increase that those 
who haye to pay the fiddler” cannot compre- 
hend.

We print the 
communication, not because it brings out any 
new facts, furnishes any new reasons for ad- 
vocating these expensive recommendations, 
or sheds any new light upon the subject, but 
of the question is entitled to a wider hearing 
than it has received in our columns. The 
tone and spirit of the communication relative 
to our right of criticising Gen. Suen will 
gcarcely make any new converts to the lat- 
ter’s policy.

though he does not seem to think so, they 
are just as much entitled to their opinion as 
he is entitled to his opinion. Premising only 
this much relative to the somewhat supercil- 
ious tone which the writer has adopted, we 
only now make the following points on his 
unsustained assertions : 

I. We are told that Gen. Sun was 
‘brought here to reorganize the Fire Depart- 
ment, and that he is not called upon to con- 
sider whether the supply of water is adequate 
or not. This is a very remarkable statement. 
On the same principle, a General called to the 
command of a routed army has only to rec- 
ommend doubling up the forces, without any 
regard to the arms or amimunition on hand 
or to be procured. Gen. Sni thinks there 
are too few engines, and immediately sug- 
geste the expenditure of $1,200,000 to get 
double the number, and in the face of the 
demonstrated fact that the water-supply is 
mot sufficient, nor the water-pipes large 
enough, to farnish the engines we have al- 
ready when there isa large fire. To insist 
upon increasing the number of engines and 
men 100 per cent, to remain idle when there is 
a large fire as well as when there is no fire, is 
simply to double the number of new guns 
end new troops when there is no ammunition 
for ths one and no food for the other. It has 
been the testimony of the Fire Department 
and the people at every important fire for 
many years down to the latest that the water- 
supply is never adequate and never equal to 
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will say that he has nothing more to 
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passed? But, as our floating debt is consid- 
erably greater than this amount, as this is 
the only means we have for paying it, we fail 
to see how the collection of this sum, which is 
still contingent and remote, will us to 
buy a million dollars’ worth of extra fire- 
machines. We must pay that increasing 
floating debt of several millions or our credit 
is gone. We can raise no money by selling 
bonds, as the constitutional limit of our 
bonded indebtedness is reached already. Are 
we to add 4 or 5 mills to our already oppres- 
sive taxes? Then, we cau tell Mr, Hexpzs- 
son, there will be more tax-fighting than ever. 
There will be organized resistance against an 
increase of taxation by a people who are 
already bearing too great a burden, : 

6. Mr. Henperson repeats the argument 
about saving more than is invested, through 
the reduction in insurance rates that will fol- 
low. We can’t understand, in the frst place, 
why rates of insurance should be reduced on 
account of an increase of. fire-engines, which 
will be practically useless, owing to the inad- 
equacy of the water-supply. In the next 
place, Mr. Hewpzrson, being a wholesale 
merchant and carrying a large stock of goods, 
would have stated the case morte fairly if he 
had said that the merchants want the real- 
estate owners to pay a part of their insurance 
in the shape of taxes. 

7. Insurance rates will go down rapidly 
enough for the good of the city without in- 
creasing the Fire Department beyond the 
necessities of the situation. As they go 
down, and competition increases, there will 
be the more serious danger of over-insurance, 
from which we have already suffered too much 
by incendiary fires and fires from carelessness 
because of biginsurance. With over-insur- 
ance will come gross carelessness and frequent 
incendiarism. The man who carries a part of 
his own risk will guard his property more 
rigidly than when it is insured for all it is 
worth or more. Individual care prevents fires 
‘and promptly extinguishes incipient ones, 
while full or excessive insurance, dragging neg- 
lect and incendiarism in its wake, just the 
opposite. As to Mr. Hznpzrsox’s intimation 
that the influence of Tux Tamom in this 
matter is driving good companies away from 
Chicago, this is sheer nonsense. The compa- 
nies come and go according to their individ- 
ual interests and the periodical scare that 
comes upon them. 

Personal carelessness and recklessness 
of policy-holders and failure to employ 
prudent preventives, and their obvious 
indifference to danger in not protecting 
their premises,—these are the things 
which cause fire companies to withdraw 
and others to charge high rates. There 
is nothing that will so inerease the 
faith of fire companies and cause them to 
lower rates asa general movement among 
house-owners to render their premises less 
liable to take fire and burn up. We know 
itis very disagreeable to apply preventive 
measures and expend care and caution. 
People—that is, a good many people—prefer to 
enjoy the agreeable sensation of the old devil- 
may-care way of doing things, with cheap 
insurance and plenty of it, and then let her 
burn, who cares?” Tue Tammo is not in 
favor of returning to this system even with a 
reinforcement of $1,200,000 worth of fire-ap- 
paratus. It prefers more prevention and less 
cure, and claims the right to say so. 


A CLASS OF LAND-SHARKS. 

riard times always bring forth a mass of 
Villainies, great and small. Among the re- 
puted rich or well-to-do people, the effect is 
manifest in fraudulent failures, breaches of 
trust, and defalcations. The poorer classes 
turn out an unusual proportion of 
thieves and petty swindlers. Among all the 
excrescences of a general financial collapse 
and commercial distress, the small and un- 
scrupulous adventurers who prey upon the 
poorer classes create greater havoc, cause 
more actual suffering, and do more damage 
to the morals of the community, than any 
other. Their depredations are made on the 
people who can least afford to lose, and whose 
necessities render the contamination the more 
dangerous to them. The poor man who has 
been swindled out of the little he had, and 
finds no redress, loses a large part of the 
respect he previously entertained for law, 
honesty, and fair-dealing. The successful 
sharper is a proselyter in sharp practices. 
The victim thenceforward becomes distrustful 
always and sometimes a raider on society. 
Large cities furnish the most fertile field 
for the operations of the sharper. Hard 
times and the rale of the People's party have 
given Chicago a double infliction, The latter 
protects the, gamblers and confidence-men ; 
the former has added the chevaliers dindus- 
trie in number and with personal effrontery 
heretofore unknown. A numerous species of 
this general class may be fitly called the land- 
shark. He figures in the advertising columns 
of the newspaper as the would-be purchaser 
of all kinds of retail businesses and every 
variety of stock on hand. The necessities of 
a long stretch of bad business, the pressing 
of landlords, and the clamor of creditors 
bring hima great number of customers in 
all branches of trade. The land-shark is ready 
to negotiate for anything in the market, from a 
toy-store toa machine-shop. He is a jack of 
all trades, and thoroughly practical in every 
calling that presents itself. But he does not 
want to buy with money. He has land to 
trade. He is the owner of some very valuable 
lots in the Ronmsox & Jenxxson subdivision 
of the thriving Town of Podunk, the latest 
suburb to Chicago, and destined to become 
the ideal home of the Chicago business man. 
His lots are incumbered by a few hundred 
dollars, having a long time to run, the pay- 
ment of which the purchaser must assume, 
and he is willing to part with them at a very 
small advance over the mortgage in order to 
get into a business which has been the study 
of his lifetime. To these lots he will add 
about $75, and trade with the vender of 
a shoe-store, or a tinner’s shop, or a fancy 
millinery business, at the vender’s own terms. 
The offer is too tempting to be resisted. The 
shop-keeper feels the lines pressing closer. 
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over and over again. The only 
protection against them is to be found in the 
ailvice of competent and honest attorneys, 
and if this advice were sought more frequent- 
ly there would be fewer trades and less 
swindling. Small trades-people who can hold 
their heads up no longer will do better, as a 
rule, to sell out their stock and fixtures for 
what they will bring at auction than give 
them away to the land-sharks in exchange 
for property which has not half the value of 
the bogus incumbrance it bears. 


THE COUNTY JAIL. 

The almost constant escape of prisoners 
from the new County Jail, since the new 
Sheriff took charge of it, has at last, we are 
glad to see, aroused the Grand Jury toa 
sense of its duties. As two examinations of 
the building have now been made,—the first 
by a committee of architects and the second 
by a committee of the Grand Jury itself,—we 
may expect their joint labors will result in a 
practical and suggestive report. The views 
of Mr. Borretron, of the Committee of 
Architects, have already been printed, and 
confirm the prevalent suspicions that the Jail 
is not secure, In fact, his discoveries make 


it seem as if the Jail was constructed express- 


ly to afford prisoners the means of escape. 
The outer door of the guard-room is of wood, 
and should have been heavily iron-grated. 
The iron-work of the doors is much too light. 
The gratings can be easily pried open. The 
locks are not secure. Access to the roof is 
easy by means of a scuttle in wooden frame- 
work, and a ladder is temptingly placed 
against the wall to enable the prisoner to 
reach the ground. The roof is of tiles, which 
can be ¢asily removed, and the ceiling 
of the cell-toom is of lath and 
plaster, which can be easily bored 
through. Now, add to these defects of con- 
struction the fact that there are not enough 
guards, and that the prisoners have no difi- 
culty in communicating with the outer world, 
and the reasons for these constant escapades 
are clear enough. Whatever may be the 
cause, it is a palpable fact that the prisoners 
aré constantly escaping, and that they have 
apparently but little difficulty in doing it, 
and such a fact is a disgrace to the county. 
The Grand Jury should hot adjourn until it 
has thoroughly investigated the condition of 
the Jail and the discipline and conduct of 
those who have charge of it, as well as the 
charges which have been publicly made 
against the Sheriff and the administration of 
his office. The criminal and vicious popula- 
tion of the city has largely increased under 
the sympathetic protection of the People’s 
party. Thieves, gamblers, blacklegs, bur- 
glars, bullies, and prostitutes have flocked to 
the city in swarms since that party took con- 
trol, and it is therefore certain that out of 
this large crowd of vice and sin there must 
be a pretty constant current set- 
ting into the County Jail. This being 
the fact, the real people have the 
right to demand that, if the People’s party is 
going to keep the Jail full of its constituents, 
itshall keep them safely. They have the 
right to demand, furthermore, that the pris- 
oners shall be carefully guarded from com- 
munication with the outer world; that the 
guards and other employes shall be sober and 
competent men; and that the Sheriff shall 
preform the duties of his office impartially 
and completely ; and that there shall be an 
end of the rioting, drunkenness, and corrup- 
tion, alleged by Mr. Hesma to take place 
within its walls. Having done this, then it 
would be well for the Grand Jury, if they 
find that the Jail is insecure, to discover who 
built it; who awarded the contracts; the 
character of those contracts; and whether 
the contracts haye been carried out in good 
faith. In other words, it is plainly a part of 
the duty of the Jury to ventilate this Jail 
scandal as completely as possible, that it may 
be-known whether there was a job“ in its 
construction. If there wasa job, who was 
in it and how nruch was made? 


FIRE-PROOF HOUSES. 

Our readers will remember that Mr. Sypwry 
Myers, the manager of the Merchants’, 
Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Savings Bank, recent- 
ly offered a prize of $1,000 for the best set 
of plans and specifications for a dwelling of 
not less than five rooms and u capacity of 
not less than 5,500 cubic feet, and of a store 
and dwelling combined to contain not less 
than 30,000 cubic feet of space, which should 
be approximately fire-proof. More than thirty 
sets of plans and communications were re- 
ceived before the Ist of the present month. 
Acommittee, consisting of Louis Wanz,of the 
Board of Public Works; Gen. C. W. Darw, 
ot the Board of Underwriters; N. S. Bovror, 
‘of the Citizens’ Association; Amos Grannis, 
‘builder; and Dr. Bau C. Muza, San- 
itary Superintendent, have been exam- 
ining these plans, and have awarded 
the prize to Mr. A. J. Surra, upon 
his plans for a one-story house to cost not to 
exceed $1,200, a two-story house to cost not 
more than $1,700, and a two-story store and 
dwelling to cost only $3,600, which are very 
low figures considering the seyere conditions 
upon which they are to be built. Mr. Mruns 
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oontractor shall! lany damage caused 
to the structure, Apart from his financial re- 
lations in the building of these dwellings, 
Mr. Mruns has.conferred a real service to the 
ity in bringing before the public a design 
for an approximately fire-proof building which 
ean be cheaply constructed. The details of 
the construction are very similar to those em- 
ployed in some parts of Europe, where great 
fires are almost unknown, and will undoubt- 
edly guarantee « building against fire as 
completely as can be done. In any 
event, the fire-test will settle this ques- 
tion. ‘Another great point gained in 
the safety of the city would be the fact that 
every house thus built would not only be safe 
itself, but Would protect its more insecure 
neighbor, and any considerable number of 
them accumulated in one section of the city 


would form an effective wall to resist the 


progress of a conflagration. Another feature 


| of this construction is very important, name- 


ly, that these fire-proof conditions can be 
applied to other buildings than those 
stipulated for by Mr. Mrrns, and ap- 
plied very cheaply, As the safety of 
Chicago against fire is the most im- 
portant question of the day, and this re- 
form in building is preventive in character, 
it should attract not only the general atten- 
tion of the publie, but the particular atten- 
tion of Gen. Seater and the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation. If such buildings as these were put 
up hereafter in the wooden sections of the 
city, and the larger structures in the business 
quarters were provided with these defenses 
against fire, we question whether there would 
be any necessity for listening to any schemes 
of interested parties for adding a million a 
year to the expenses of the Fire Department. 


— — 
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AUSTRALIA. 

One of the phenomena of this century, or 
rather of the last quarter-century, is the 
growth of a new Empire in the Southern 
Seas. ‘T'wenty-five years ago, Australia and 
New Zealand were scarcely known. The 
“fifth continent” still bore the name of 
New Holland” on some maps. Its white 
population was only 240,000. Penal settle- 
ments dotted itsshores. It was the home of 
outcasts and condemned criminal classes of 
Great Britain. Its vast interior was marked 
“anknownm.” Now it is the home of 2,000,- 
000 of prosperous Britons. It has been 
mapped and surveyed through nearly its 
whole extent. Instead of containing a mere 
fringe of habitable land, as was once thought, 
one-third its surface is fit.for cultivation. 
The remainder is much the same as 
or West beyond the 100th parallel. 
un has thousands of miles of railroads. 
It is no longer a penal colony. The descend- 
ants of some of the old eonvicts oocupy high 
positions, so that it is dangerous to ask in the 
best society whe a man's father was. The 
pilgrim fathers of Australia, unlike ours, left 
their country for their country’s good. The 
population is now nearly the same as ours 
was wheu the thirteen Colonies revolted, but 
the wealth and the loyalty are ten times as 
great. The loyalty is partly explained by the 
fact that the people are mostly English or 
Scotch, The Irish admixture is small. Im- 
migration is encouraged, and the population 
increases rapidly. The country is now pro- 
dncing great quantities of gold, agricultural 
products, and manufactured wares. Next to 
Hindostan, it ig England's most profitable 
colony. It is now opening lines of com- 
munication with California. It already has 
lines of steamships plying between it and the 
Old World. Its prosperity shows that Anglo- 
Saxon vigor is not yet decaying. Itis the 
second great offshoot of .the race. The trunk 
of the hardy tree is in Hawrzonnz’s Our 
Old Home.” The main branch is in America; 
Australia comes next ; and twigs are budding 
through other parts of the world. The fifth 
continent's great growth has added two im- 


7 portant truths to the philosophy of history. 


It has shown that inherited crime may be 
successfully combated by increased comfort, 
and the progress of our race is not to be con- 
fined to the limits of the great Aryan mi- 


gration. 


THE CHINESE IMBROGLIO. 

The political situation in China begins to 
grow interesting, and the prospect for a long 
and bloody war already threatens the peace 
of that Celestial Empire, where peace for 
fifty years past has only been spasmodic. Re- 
bellions, revolutions, and wars with foreign 
Powers have been the rule in China for half 
acentury. Tav-K wand ascended the throne 
as Emperor in 1820, and before he had been 
upon the throne long was engaged in the 
opium war with Great Britain, which ended 
in his discomfiture in 1842, and the compul- 
sory payment of a large indemnity. In 1857, 
he got into further trouble with Great Brit- 
ain and France, which brought about 
another war lasting a year or two and result 
ing in his final defeat. In addition to the 
foreign wars, the Emperor had had his hands 
full of rebellions to look after, the most 
serious of which was the great Taiping rebel- 
lion headed by Honea SN-T, who assumed 
the title of Heavenly Prince. This rebellion 
was maintained until 1864. when Ningpo, the 
rebel Capital, was captured, and with its fall 
the Heavenly Prince no longer attempted 
to reach the throne. The other im- 
portant revolutionary movements were the 
Mohammedan rebellion in Yunnan and 
the Northwest, headed by Tv-wen-s1 or 
Sultan Suan, and the rebellion among 
the Mohammedan Dungeness, both of 
which were suppressed by the Emperor, but 
at the loss of considerable territory. The 
death of the Emperor occurred soon after 
the close of the war. Tav-Kwano was suc- 
ceeded by HmNd- FUN, who ascended the 
throne Feb. 25, 1850, and he in turn by his 
son, .K1-Tstano, whose name was changed 
to Tovuno-Cat. The latter was born in 
1856, and his reign dates from Jan. 
80, 1862, althongh he dil not as. 
sume the power until 1878. He was 
married in 1872, in his Isch year, to 
Atute, the daughter of a Chinese General. 
On the 12th of January last, it will be ro- 
membered that the news came of his death, 
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of course Tsm-rren would be free to go on 
with his ruling. If not, then he must fight 
for his throne, and as he has possession of it,

CHARTER AND 
The Sub-Committee of the Common Coun- 


cil appointed to prepare bills to be submitted 
to the Legislature made a report on Friday, 
and the bills were published in Taz Tarsune 
of Saturday. As these bills are, perhaps, to be 
submitted to the Legislature as rival measures 
to some of those proposed by the Citizens’ 
Association, they have an interest for the 
whole public, The Council bills have no ref- 
erence to any reforms in the City Charter, nor 
to the arrest or prevention of any of theabuses 
and defects of the present system. The Coun- 
cil bills are confined to financial measures, 
and the several bills may be thus synopsized : 

1. To amend Bill 300. Bill 300 was a spe- 
cial revenue law intended for cities. It un- 
dertook to run a special system of taxation 
with the machinery of the General Revenue 
law of the State. “Unfortunately, when the 
city applied for judgment for delinquent 
taxes in 1874, the County Court was unable, 
because of the glaring inconsistencies be- 
tween the general and special laws, to give 
| judgment for the city. The law officers of 
the city appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court, where it is now pending. Another 
defect was discovered in the general law, in 
that if made no provision in case the Su- 
preme Court should decide an appeal in favor 
of the city, whereby a sale could be had of 
the delinquent property. The bill now pro- 
posed is to amend Bill 300 by curing certain 
defects therein, and making it complete with- 
out the aid of the general law. 

2. The second bill has for its purpose to 
amend existing laws whereby, when a city be- 
comes the holder of certificates of sale of 
property for delinquent taxes, it shall not be 
necessary for it to pay the subsequent or in- 
tervening State or local taxes on such proper- 
ty in order to be entitled toa deed for such 
property in case it shall not be redeemed. 

8. The third bill provides that, when the 
city funds shall have accumulated in the 
Treasury to a sum equal to one-tenth of the 
annual tax-leyy, the same shall be invested in 
National bonds, which is a sound provision. 

4. The fourth bill provides that, in case any 
tax sales shall be decided to have been illegal, 
the holder of the certificates of such sale 
shall be entitled to payment of the amount 
of tax paid by him, with 10 per cent interest 
from date of sale. 

5. The fifth bill provides that it shall not 
be lawful for any City Government to enter 
into a contract for building or improvement, 
the cost of which shall exceed $1,000, until 
at ledst half the sum contracted for shall be 
in the Treasury, and applicable to such ex- 
penditure, and the other half provided for 
by tax-levy. 

6. The sixth bill repeals all laws requiring 
public money collected for special purposes 
to be kept separately and as special funds. 

7. The seventh bill provides that no me- 
chanic’s liens, or contractor's liens, shall be 
legal as against cities, , 

It will be noticed that each and all of these 
bills are special amendments to existing laws, 
and are open to the objection of mot reciting 
in full the laws and parts of laws they pro- 
pose toamend. This, however, is a matter 
of form, and may be remedied. The object 
of having these amendments scattered through 
seven bills, instead of one, is not apparent. 
The great fault of the present charter is that 
it is a thing of shreds and patches, and full of 
inconsistencies. These bills amend this com- 
plicated mass generally, and can only add to 
the general confusion. 

But the main question involved in these 
bills is, Do they propose remedies adequate 
to the existing evils ? Thus, the city is now 
compelled to purchase all the delinquent prop- 
erty sold for city taxes, and, in order to have 
a lien on that property, must pay the subse- 
quent tates, both State and local, for all pur- 
poses, until the time elapses for obtaining a 
tax-deed. Instead of revenue from taxes, 
the city is compelled to take certificates of 
tax sales and pay taxes thereon. Do these 
bills remedy this evil and enable the city to 
collect its revenue in cash? There was a 
time when ata tax sale the city would col- 
lect the whole amount of its delinquent tax 
list. The inducements to purchase at such 
sales were sufficient to attract private capital. 
The law, however, now requires that the pur- 
chaser at one tax sale shall forever after pay 
all taxes on such property until he gets a tax- 
deed; and so uncertain and questionable are 
the proceedings of the public authorities that 
there is not more than one tax sale out of a 
dozen whose validity ever stands the test of 


thus declared illegal the purchaser is in danger 
of losing all that he has invested. All this 
has put an end to tax purchases by individ- 
uals, and the city has to become the exclusive 
purchaser at its own sales. Now, these bills 
fail to remedy these defects. They provide 
that when the corporate authorities hold tax- 
certificates they shall not be required to pay 
the subsequent taxes; but this exemption ap- 
plies only to purchases made by the city, and 


tent these amendments are defective. It is 
questionable also whether the State can give 
one class of purchasers at a tax sale a pref- 
erence of right and privrity of lien not 
given to other classes of purchasers. But, 
whether this can be done or not, the bills 
fail to provide a prompt means of collecting 
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one tax sale. That law is clear, explicit, and 
open to none of the technical and other ob- 
jections which are so fatal to « 1 laws. 
We regret this policy, because it defeats the 
great end sought,—the prompt and sure col- 
lection of the city revenue in eash. It is to 
be hoped that, before the Legislature ad- 
journs, some degree of harmony may be 
established, and that the tax system of this 
city may be simplified and made effective, 
HOME RULE IN IRELAND, 

The statement comes from England that 
that portion of the members of the British 
Parliament known as the “ Home Rulers” 
propose to withdraw from Parliament if 
their peculiar claims are not conceded. At 
the last election for Parliament, forty-four 
members were elected as Liberals, who, in 
addition, claimed to be Home Rulers, The 
whole House of Commons consists of 658 
members. The majority against Home 
Rule” is therefore over 600. The forty- 
seven Home Rulers, with one or two excep- 
tions, were all elected in Ireland,—that party 
being peculiarly Irish. The policy demand- 
ed by the Home Rulers is, that the act of 
union by which the British and Irish Par- 
liaments were consolidated seventy-five years 
ago shall be repealed, and that the entire 
business of local legislation in Ireland 
shall be committed to an Irish Parliament ex- 
clusively. To support this measure is popu- 
lar and patriotic in Ireland, yet of the 
105 Irish members elected to the British Par- 
liament only forty-six or forty-seven were 
Home Rulers. A majority of the Irish mem- 
bers, including several Liberals, are opposed 
to the scheme of Home Rule.” What this 
small faction of members expect to accom- 
plish by their proposed secession from the 
House of Commons is not apparent. The 
state of parties is not such as to give to the 
movement any force, The Conservatives 
have a majority of about sixty over the Lib- 
erals and Home Rulers united. The Opposi- 
tion of all factions are so weak that the with- 
drawal of the Home Rulers cannot seriously 
affect them. Neither party, therefore, 
can be embarrassed by this action 
of the Home Rulers, though each party will 
hasten to reprobate not only the withdrawal, 
but the policy of Home Rule itself. Outside 
of Ireland, there is a strong unanimity of all 
parties in the rest of the Kingdom in opposi- 
tion to the separation of Ireland from the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom, In Ire- 
land itself there is a strong hostility to it,—so 
strong thata majority of Irish Representa- 
tives were elected in opposition to it. The 
Protestants are solid against it. Under all 
these circumstances, what do these Home 
Rulers expect to accomplish by withdraw- 
ing from the British Parliament? The 
first and greatest difficulty in the way 
of any measure of Irish policy is the inevita- 
ble and bitter dissension among the Irish 
people themselves. Nothing that has ever 
been proposed, and seemingly that can be 
proposed, ever unites the people. A differ- 
ence of opinion in Ireland on any question is 
something more than a difference among any 
other people; it becomes a fierce and bitter 
antagonism, in which the factions pursue 
each other with releutless intolerance. To 
the mass of mankind this want of union and 
harmony among the Irish people leads to the 
conviction that to establish Home Rule in 
Ireland would be to invite such domestic 
strife and fierce antagoniam as would re- 
sult in civil war and anarchy, calling for 
the intervention of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, and the reestablishment of 
Imperial authority. When Ireland can be- 
come so united that she can send to the 
House of Commons a delegation that will 
vote substantially as a unit in favor of some 
common Irish policy, then the British Gov- 
ernment can hardly fail to listen to and grant 
the demand. But so long as Ireland's chosen 
Representatives are divided and refuse to 
unite on any question, the demands of either 
faction have no weight with Parliament or 
the British people. 

In case these forty-seven Home Rulers 
withdraw, and make their secession perma- 
nent, it is possible their seats will be de- 
clared vacant. At the new elections, the 
Home Rulers must either retire and be suc- 
ceeded by others opposed to Home Rule, or they 
must go through the senseless farce of being 
re-elected to seats which it is their intention 
not to oceupy. This is child’s play. It is 
but another instance of the folly which has 
marked Irish politics so often, and will be an- 
other failure that will add its force to the fu- 
ture division of the people into helpless fac- 
tions. A people claiming to be the victims 
of intolerable oppression, who refuse to unite 
for the common good, and prefer discord and 
disunion to sacrifice for the genera) good, can 
hardly hope for redress by legislation, and 
still leas by force. |

BAKER'S EXPEDITION 10 CENTRAL APRICA. 
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Page Tu by ZwecuEeR and 

pp. 642. New York: Harper & Brothers, 

In 1869, Ismail Pasha, Khedive of Egypt, ap- 

nted Sir Samuel Baker to the command of an 
expedition for the suppression of the slave trade 
im the countries belonging to the Nile Basin. 
The powers conferred upon the commander were 
sbsoiute, and the period of his commission ex- 
tended for four years from the date, April 1, of 
the year meationed. The object of the expedi- 
tion was not ouly to destroy the traffic in slaves, 
which was rapidly devastating the fer- 
tile and populous regions of Oecentral Af- 
fea, but to extend the authority of the Khedive 
pver the countries south of Gondokoro, to in- 
roduce therein a system of regular commerce, 
to open to navigation the great lakes of the 
equator, and to establish a chain of military 
stations and commercial depots, distant at iater- 
vals of three days’ march, throagh>ut Centra! 
Africa, accepting Gondokoro as the base of 
»perations. It was a hercuiean undertaking, to 
the accomplishment of which were requisites 
lavish expenditure of philanthropy, courage, 
resolution, money, and perhaps of life. The re- 
ward was to come in the foundation of a pew 
civilization, in the development of a large. fruit- 
ful, and salubrious country, in the extension of 
legitimate trade, in the increase of the rule of 
the Kbedive, and in the protection of oppressed 
and abused tribes of people, who had been long 
subject to the most atrocious wroogs that can be 
practiced: apon the human race. 

The slave trade was for the most part conduct - 
ed by Arabs, subjects of the Khedive, aud it is 
supposed that about 15,000 were engaged in the 
abomipabie traffic. The largest trader bad 2,500 
Arabs in his service, organized in companies, 
armed with muskets, and occupied in pillage, 
massacre, and other evil work a:tendant upon 
slave-hunting. Each trader occupied a special 
district, over which he scattered his forces in a 
chain of stations, each of which was garrisoued 
by about 300 men. By this arrangement enor- 
mous tracts of country were placed completely 
under the command of the trader, and the help- 
less inhabitants had no means of protection or 
redress. One single trader, named Agad, had 
thas 90,000 square miles of territory lying at his 
mercy. : 

lt w difficult to form an exact estimate of the 
gumber of slaves annually captured m Central 
Africa, but at least 50,000 are torn from their 
families and homes and held zu camps, or trans- 
ported by way of the White Nile. or overland 
routes by Darfur and Kordofan. The frightful 
sesults of this organized and enormous warfare 
won the most sacred rights of man can scarcely 
be pictared or imagined. It has turned one of 
the fairest regions of the earth into a Pandemoni- 
um, and filled every human heart thropbing un- 
fer ite influence with passions heated by the 
tres of Hell. 

The English party at the head of the expedi- 
on sent out by the Khedive consisted of Sir 
Samuel and Lady Baker; Lieut. Julian Alleyne 
Baker, R. N.; Mr. Edwin Higginbotham, civil 
wogineer; Mr. Wood, secretary; Dr. Joseph 
Gedge, physician; Mr. Marcopolo, chief store- 
keeper and interpreter; Mr. McWilliam, chief 
mmeineer of steamers; Mr. Jarvis, chief ship- 
wnght; four mechanics and machinista, aod two 
pervants. We may remark here that three of 
this party lost their lives in the expedition. Dr. 
Hedge died at Khartoum; Mr. Higginbotham 
was buried at Gondokoro; and Mr. Samson, a 
Machinist, who succumbed to fatigue and ill- 
dess, near the close of the weary enterprise. 
when home and rest were almost within view. 
Ro mention is made of a moment's illness occur- 
fing to Sir Samuel and Lady Baker, during ail 
the toil, and trial, and perl that befell the expe- 
fition, dut the other members of the English 
party were frequent sufferers from diseases inci- 
dent to the climate and unaccustomed hardships. 

Sur Samuel was endowed with fali powers for 
sguipping the expedition, which he did in the 
most complete and provident manner. Three 
steel steamers, one of 251 tons, one of 108 tons, 
sad one of 38 tons. wilh two steel life-boats of 
from 9 to 10 tons each, were constructed in En- 
gland for the navigation of the equatorial lakes. 
The machinery for steam saw-miils was added, 
‘snd the whole was to be transported in sections, 
by boat and camel, from Alexandria to Gondoko- 
ro, a distance of 3,000 miles. In England, also, 
was purchased at an expense of $45,000 the out- 
fitof the expedition, which comprised ever;thing 
that could be needed, from a needie to a crowbar, 
and from a bandkerchief to a boat-sail. Tools 
of al! sorta, toys of various kinds, articles adapt- 
sd to the requirements of the natives, and sup- 
plies of food and clothing for the European par- 
ty for a tour of four years, were selected with 
bare and packed in four galvanized magazines, 
Measuring 80x20 feet. 

At Cairo, the point of departure, the embar- 
fasements of the expedition began. The s enti- 
ment of the Egyptian public was opposed to the 
undertaking, as the suppression of the slave 
trade would stop a prolific source of revenue 
to many private individuals as well as pub- 
lic officials, and would derange, in incoavenient 
Ways, various established though illegitimate 
means of accumulating wealth. With the exocep- 
ios of the Khedive, his two ministers, Nubar 
Pasha and Cheriff Pasha, and his two sons, the 
Government regarded the enterprise with disap- 
proval, and by a passive resistance endeavored to 
prevent ite suceess. The military force of the 
txpedition comprised a body of 1,645 troops, in- 
tluding 200 :rregular cavalry and two batteries of 
Gttillery. These were to have left Cairo for 
Khartoum, distant by river 1,450 miles, Jane 10, 
1869 ; but the vessels that were to convey them 
together with the merchandise were not ready to 
Mart, owing to the intentional delay of those 
whose business it was to provide the flotilla, 
until Aug. 29. The Khedive was absent in Eu- 
rope, and Sir Samuel had te contend almost 
single-hauded against the sloth, incapacity, aod 
Prejudice of all Egypt. At lenth, with fewer 
Yessele than ordered and needed, he saw the 
jarted. 
detachment of the expedition, —com- 
prising English engineers and mechanics, 
and „Ae the steamers, life-boats, and ma- 
chinéry,—under the command of Mr. Higgin- 
botham, went by way of Korosko, whenoe it was

to shore, completely choking the channel. Tuus 
the river had changed into s series of lakes and 
broad marshes, or, for long was al- 
most obliterated, and na had become im- 
possible. Sir Samuel, guided his 
fleet into the Bahr Giraffe, | forms a juno- 
tion with the White Nile, 88 miles above the 
junction of the Sobat. | 

He found unexpectedly, however, pate 
Bahr Giraffe was in nearly as depioraole a 
tion as the White Nile. From Feb. 17, whe 
be entered the river, until April 2, he labore 
with heroic persistence to effect the forwal 
passage of bis fleet. As he advanced, the ol 
structions grew more and more frequent. and 
devse. With 1,000 men digging with swords and 
knives a channel through the compressed 
vegetation, they were able to make but a mile 
or soaday. Inthe nineteen days ending the 
2ist of March, they advanced only 12 miles! 
Meantime, 150 men were on the sick list and 12 
men had died. Still the determined leader kept 
oo until April 2, when the hopelessness of the 
case decided him to retreat, aad he turned his 
prows about and returned to Fashoda. On his 
way back, 9 miles from the janotion of the Bahr 
Giraffe, Sir Samuel etrygx the first direct blow 
in the suppression of the slave trade. He here 
confiscated three vessels loaded with ala vas, aad 
released 155 captives. 

Selecting a favorable site on the Sobat, 45 miles 
from the junction, Sir Samuel established a sta- 
tion, aad disembarked his troops to remain dur- 
ing the rainy season. Tents were raised, ground 
cleared, magazines built, gardens laid out, and 
soon a clean, convenient, and orderly camp was 
created aad christened Tewfiseegab. Pleagaa: 
relations were immediately cemented with the 
Shillooksa, the native trive of the couptry,—a 
peaceful, honest, and industrious people. Dar- 
ing the encampmeot several slarers, attemptiog 
to pass down the river, were captared, and their 
cargoes of buman chattels released from bond- 
age. , 

By dint of great labor, amid severe discourage- 
ments, the expedition got several farms under 
successful cultivation. The snemies to 
their agricultural enterprise were, first, 
flocks of wild guinea-fowls; secondly, 
hosts of small birds; and, lastly, armies of 
great ants. “I found,” eave Sir Samuel, the 
oecessity of rosowing the land so thickly that 
there should be sufficient grain to allow for the 
depredations of our enemies. I set vermin- 
traps and caught the guinesa-fowl. Then the 
natural enemy appeared in the form of wild-cats, 
who took the guinea-fowls out of the traps. At 
firat the men were suspected of stealing the 
birds; but the unmistakabie tracks of the wild- 
cats were found close to the traps, and shortly 
after the wily cate themselves became victims. 
When the cropa, having resisted many enemies, 
appeared above-ground, they were attacked by 
the mole-crickets in formidable numbers. These 
destructive insects lived beneath the small, solid 
clods of earth, and, issuing forth at night, they 
bit the young shoot clean off, close to the parent 
grain, at the points of extreme sweetness. The 
garden suffered terribly from these insects, which 
destroyed whole rows of cucumper plants.” This 
is but an instance « the way that the expedition 
had to fight, from beginning to end, with power- 
ful and countiess foes, ranging from the ant up 
to the negro and the Arab. : 

In December the station was broken up, the 
troops again embarked, and on the llth the last 
of the fleet once more set sail on the Bahr Gi- 
raffe in the hope that the river, now swollen by 
rains, would afford à passage through te the 
open channel of the White Nile and on to Gon- 
dokoro. March 9 the fleet was still toiling 
„through every species of difficulty.” The mea 
were cutting chanoels and dragging through the 
veesels with tremendous labor and great risk of 
life. Many were sick aud all were broken- 
spirited. But on that day, when hope ebbed 
lowest, the great White Nile waa discovered a 
mile and a half ahead. Ten days of terrible toil 
were necessary to get the fleet over that short 
distance. It was like carrving it bodily over dry 
land, but at last, on the 19th, Il were afloat in a 
broad, clear channel, and there was great rejoic- 
ing in every worn and weary heart. 

April 15, 1871, two years from the date of Sir 
Samuel’s commission, his flotilla reached the old 
miasion-station, Gondokoro, which was to form 
the base of his operations! The work of estab- 
lishing a permanent station here as headquarters 
was promptly entered upon, and busy months 
were occupied in constracting fortifications, and 
putting crops in the ground. The Baris, who oc- 
onpied this country, were the worst tripe in the 
Nile basin, and gave Sir Samuel infisite trouble. 
It was not until be had subdued them in many 
an encounter, after the fashion of both civilized 
and savage warfare, that he was able to dwell 
among them in security, and commaad from 
them civil treatment. Early in November, thirty 
vessels returned to Khartoum, bearing back the 
sick and disaffected soldiers, aud reducing the 
expedition to 645 men. These were distributed 
in three stations (Gondokoro being one of them), 
situated each a mile from the other, aud forming 
a triangle. 

In December, Sir Samuel started into the inte- 
rior with 212 men, leaving 394 to garrison the 
soucly-fortified and amplv-furaished stations at 
Gondokoro. Tlie surrounding natives were at 
peace, and food was abuadaot. His projected 
journey was hazardous, as his force was misera- 
bly inefficient to transport baggage and for self- 
protection, but the indomitable pluck that had 
carried the enterprise thus far in the face of 
every sortof harassing difisulty woald not now 
yield until the final objects of the expedition 
had been accomplished. March 6, the party 
happily reached Faciho, 165 miles from 
headquarters. Here a detachmeut of 10) men 
was left, with orders to form 4 station; and Sir 
Samuel, with the remainder of the party, pr eased 
on to Masindi, the capital of Unyoro. At this, 
the southernmost point visited by the expedi- 
tion, situated in latitade 1 deg., 45 min., aad 
distant from Gondokoro 322 miles, the tired 
travelers arrived April 25, 1872. As at previous 
halting-places, a station was quickly constructed, 
and moasurea taken to placate the natives. B ut 


the latter were too hostile and treacherous to be 


overawed by the small force now under Bir 
Samuel's command, and, after a good deal of 
fruitless negotiating and hostile skirmishing, it 
was found necessary to destroy the station and 
return to Fatiho. The departure was undertaken 
June 14, and for eight days the brave little band 
marched andera continual fire from the na- 
tives skulking in the tall grasa and behind every 
rock and tree that offered an ambuscads, 

June 24, the little troop arrived at Foweers, 
in a friendly country, having suffered a loss on 
the way of 10 killed and 11 wounded. The 
dreadful march of 80 miles from Masindi had 
been performed by the soldiers uader the bur- 
den of heavy weights on tue head in addition to 
their usual accoutrements. A powerful stock- 
ade was now erected at Foweera, sixty-five men 
were left in garrison, and Sit Samuel set off 
July N, with forty men, for Fatino, which he 
reached in five days. Reinforcements met him 
here, and Sir Samuel was able to write: “ From 
this date the victory wae gained, and I could 
only thank God for the great success that had 
attended all my efforts. Tne'slave-hunting was 
now at an end throughout aa immense district, 
as the slave-hunters had coased to exist south of 
Gondokoro.” Henceforth the chronicle is cheer-

The different parties who went out to observe 
the Trangit of Venus, in December last, are now 
returning, bringing with them the resulta of 
their labors. Those results, obtained at a cost 
of something like a willion dollars, and many 
years of collective time, have not yet been com- 
pared; aod when compared may prove to be 
more or less discordant. Whatever of value at- 
taches to that work, Chicago has taken no part 
in it; the Great Fire of 1871 having broken up 
the arrangements which were in progress for se- 
curing ber representation among the parties who 
went out to watch Venus pass across the face of 
the sup. Chicago has, however, an opportunity 
now to take an independent hand 10 « work 
which will certainly form a valuable check upon 
the rerults of the Venus computations; and may 


4 prove to be superior in value to tue work done 


with so much cost and trouble, 

At midnight on the 29tn of next Jure, the planet 
Mare will be pear opposition to the sun. about 
forty millions of miles distant from the eat th. At 
that time be will pass directly between us and a 
little star ie the bow of the Archer, known as 
“No.3 "in the constellation Sagittarins. His 
motion then, as referred to the earth, will be 
small, and for several hours before and after the 
instant ef conjunction, the opportunity will be 
presented of making ® series of very delicate 
measurements of the angle of distance between 
the star and the planet. From those observa- 
tions, made at any two widely different places on 
the earth's surface, or even at one, as Chica- 
go, the calculation may be performed which 
will give the paraliactic angle with a very small 
probability of error. It is not necessary here to 
state the many difficulties attending the observa- 
tions of the Transit of Venus, which will not ex- 
ist ink the case of this occultation. Suffice it to 
say that the phenomenon offers a very precise 
mode of finding our distance from the planet at 
that time; aud then, by means of Kepler's laws, 
our distance from the san, It may aleo give us a 
direct measure of tue devaity of Mars’ atmos- 
phere. 

It is well known to astronomers that the ob- 
servations made of Mars wheu near his perigee 
in 1862, have furnished us with one of the best 
correctives to the Encke determination from the 
transit of 1769. But the observations then made 
had not the advantage of being closely referable 
to a fixed point, as will be those of the 29th of 
June next. Hence the observations four months 
from this date will be much better than those of 
thirteen years ago, 

The great equatorial telescope in the Chicago 
Observatory is peculiarly well ütted for this task. 
It has been urged against is that the telescope 
has been put to no good use since it was first 
brought to Chicago. There is now an opportuni- 
ty to redeem ite character, by operating it in a 
way which will give its work au epviable reputa- 
tion all over the scientific world. Butin order 
to do this, it will be necessary to expend a 
few thousands of dollars upon the instrument, and 
that before the date above given. Theold dome 
now 80 rotten that it is dangerous to move it, 
must be replaced by a new one; and the clock- 
work apparatus for keeping ths telescope pointed 
upon the star while the requisite measures are 
made with the micrometer, must be recon- 
structed. Otherwise the work cannot be under- 
taken. There is now s peculiariy good reason 
for abolishing these two defects in the Observa- 
tory, which have impeded its usefulness from 
the beginning. The dome was 80 faultily con- 
structed ai the outset that it was always operated 
with difficulty ; aod the clock-work could not be 
used at all To these imperfections, for which 
the astronomer io charge bas been in no way re- 
spoasibie, is due, in large part, the failure to put 
the telescope to good use in the past. 

The public is already aware that a subscrip- 
tion was set on foot about twelve months ago 
for the purpose of rebuilding the dome. The 
list is only partzally full, and the effort will now 
be made to complete it, so that the required al- 
terations in the observatory can be made during 
the coming spring, and the instrament used for 
the purpose above stated as the initiatory step in 
a career of greater usefulness than in the past.

“MASTER OF THE CEREMONIES” AT BATH. 

The London correspondent of the Boston Post 
says: It is almost impossible, even in custom- 
bound England, to fevive a custom which has 
fallen into desuetude. But it is now proposed 
to resuscitate an official who, indispensable to 
vntering- piace society a century ago, is needei 
to restore the ancient prestige of one of tue chief 
English resorts. In a word, there is serious talk 
in the pleasant cathedral city of Bath of restor- 
ing the office and dignity of * Master of Cere- 


‘monies,’ The Bath Pump-Room and Assembly- 


Room are still trysting places of no mean repute ; 
but somehow, in recent years, the fame of 


Bath has waned, and other resorte—mainly 


maritime—have deprived her of somewhat 
of her whilom lustre. So it is that some 
of ber more enterprising citizens, looking 
about for a cause and remedy, have come to 
the conclusion that the Master of the Ceremo- 
nies, called sometimes the ‘King of Bath,’ was 
one of those indispensable personages who 
should not have been allowed to fali into ob- 
scurity. In old times there were, indeed, Mas- 
ters of the Ceremony at all social resorts men 
of infinite grace, perfect masters of the suaviler 
in modo, in immacalate attire, with absolute 
presence of mind, an inexhaustible fund of con- 
versational resource, and on terms of pleasant 
acquaintance with all the fashionable world. But 
it was at Bath that the Master of the Ceremonies 
beld the most unquestioned, conspicuous, and 
successful sway; and one of them at least, Beau 
Nash, by his superlative elegance and grace, has 
won for himself a lasting place in the social his- 
tory of Britain during the eighteenth century. 
It is charming and amusing t tead the 
descriptions of in the books of the courtly 
goesipers, Who has not imagi 
or hie white ini 
cabriolet with ther four dashing and not-to-be- 
mnatched gray steeds, mouoted by postilions in 
akull-eape and with french horns. Beau Nash, 
as Master of the Ceremonies, was as inexorable 
as he was bland and winning. The Pump-Room 
and Assembly had rules and regulations which 
were perfectly cast-iron ; and the potentate who 
éaforeed them was utterly blind to the rank, 
1 , and sex of those who infringed them. 
ne a Duchess made her appearance at an 
K 5 ball in an apron. The Beau, with all 
his suavity, reminded her Grace that such an 
article of apparel was quite contrary to the rules. 
Her Grace refused to acquiesce, when the ‘ King 
of Bath caught hold of the apron and without 
undue violence d ed it, profoundly bowing the 
while, from Her Urace’s stately person. And be 
was applauded aad backed by all Bath society, 
and his dominion was more unquestioned than 
ever. On another occasion several noblemen 
disobeyed the regulation that gentlemen should 
lay aside their swords after dinner. This was to 
prevent disastrous consequences in cases of 
quarrels over the wine and punch. Beau Nash 
persisted in 8 the swords to be laid aside, 
and, after a feeble resistance, the merry-makers 
were forced to yield. There is no telling how 
many fair damsels of bigh degree were over- 
dome by the Beau's a costume and mag- 
niflcent manners. e is said to have te- 
ceived a tempting litle pile of scented 
billets every morning at the breakfast 
table; and there ia reason: to believe that once 
he came very near wioladug these social pro- 
pricties, which appeared to rise to the dignity of 
religion with him, by 2 the very willing 
daughter of a noble Earl. However all thie may 
certain it ia that Beau Nash was a very essen- 
tial part and parcel of the prosperity of old-time 
Bath. He made things pleasant all round. He 
preserved order in the Pump- Room and the As- 
sembly. He mediated in all the quarrels of the 
jealous gallants. He aceommodated the dowa- 
Kors by introducing young men of great ex- 
pectations’ to their eligibie daughters. He 
made up neat matrimouial matches between 
poor Viscounta, descended from the Normans, 
aud riob tradesmen's widows, of portly form and

SCENE-PAINTING. 
ITS REVIVAL IN CHICAGO, 
“The dressing was elegant and the 
neat and appropriate, is the finally brethren ” 
which usually ends the newspaper discourse upon 
a dfamatic performance nowadays, and, taken 
moderately, it is not far from the truth. The 
dressing of pieces in modern theatres bas during 
the past few years been greatly improved, and 
in oo city en the continent has the im- 
provement been more marked than in Chicago.

Suppose a workingman, receiving say $60 per 


month, wishes to secure himself a home. Select- 
ing a localityin the outskirts favorable to his 
business, he purchases a lot from the ground- 
rent landiord by a written obligation to pay the 
legal rats per cent interest annually on the prin- 
cipal. So, on a lot purchased for $200, only $12 
a year would have to be paid, or for $500, only 
$30. Asa rule, an eligibly situated lot, 18 feet 
front by 90 deep can be procured for the former 
figures. Just a long as this yearly rental is 
paid the owner cannot demand the principal. 


Having secured his lot, as the next step the 


workingman joins a buildiog assocmtion. The 
stock of these associations is divided into 1,000 
shares at $1 each, and any number of shares 
from one to fifty may be taken. We will suppose 
he purchased five. On this he pays an assess- 
ment of $1 a share every month. As will be 
seen, the sum of $1,000 is paid in monthly. At 
each regular meeting this money is put up at 
auction among the members, the one agreeing to 
pay the highest premium in addition to the in- 
terest being the purchaser. The money is not at 
once delivered, however, unless competent se- 
curity is given, but is kept until the house (for 
the payment of which the money is needed) is 
erected, on which mortgage is taken. If $100 
is paid as a premium, it is added to the face of 
the note, which ig made to run for $1,100 instead 
of $1,000. So, without really paying out any 
money, he gets his land and his house, and has 
the satisfaction of knowing that as long as the
